THE ELECTION OF ADAMS. 

The following is a most graphic sketch 
and picture of this memorable event in our 
history. It is done to the very life, and 
shows the admirable workings of our well 
balanced constitutional and republican sys- 
tems. In Europe, such a contest and such 
aresult, would have been attended with tu- 
‘mult, bloodshed, perhaps revolution. But 
with us, the majesty of the constitution and 
laws of a freecountry, asserted itself over 
the will of the people themselves, and peace- 
fully placed the glittering prize of the Pre- 
sidency in the hands of the minority candi- 
date over the victorious General and popu- 
lar favorite. The moral sublimity of the 
spectacle can scarcely be surpassed---it cer- 
tainly has no parallel in ancient or modern 
history. What American so dead to patri- 
otiem, and a sense of true glory, as not to be 
‘proud of his country ? 

The struggle for the vacant Presidential 
chair shook the Union: it kindled strife and 
gave birth to parties which are not extinct 
among us; with these it is not my province 
nor my purpose to meddle, but it was my 
lot to see the issue of the contest, when it 
came to its head and was decided, blow by 
blow, en the higb places of the field. The 
hall of the House of Representatives exhib- 
ed, on that eventful day, sucha spectacle as 
never had been witnessed in this country, 
such as the world never saw. ‘There being 
three candidates for the Presidency, and 
neither of them having received the con- 
stitutional majority giving him a title to the 
office, that crisis had arrived which, in all 
other ceuntries, has been decided by the 
sword ; but which, having been contemplat- 
ed as possible by that band of men, (in- 


spired they surely were wtih a wisdom not 


theirs,) who framed our happy Govern- 
ment, had been provided for hy the peaceful 
expedient of taking the choice out of the 
immediate hands of the people, and com- 
mitting it to their own representatives, act- 
ing, not as one amalgamated body, but in 
their separats capacity, as the delegations of 
the respective States; each united delega- 
tion casting one vote. 

As the day appointed for the election ap- 
proached, the excitemant of the publi e mind 
became intense. Washington was crowd- 
ed. Nightly caucuses, and the most anxious 
calculations, occupied the leading men of 
each of the three parties. So evenly were 
they balanced, that after the most exact 
scrutiny had been gone through with, after 
the probable vote of each individual. had 
been set down with as much careas if the 


came. Every avenue leading to the Capitol 
was filled with people, all whose faces look- 
ed in one direction, and were filled with one 
common expression of grave and inter ested 
curiosity. Into the galleries which surround 
and overlook the Hall of Representatives, 
not an additional human being could by 
possibilty be forced, and the staircases, quite 
out of sight and hearing of what was pass- 
ing within, were crammed with watching 
multitudes, hoping against hope, to gain, by 
some good chance, or by dint of pationcé, 
and of physical strength, a glimpse at least 
of the exciting scepe. 

It had been préposed, in debate, on tho 
day previous, that, daring the election, the 
galleries of the hall should be closed, as they 
could at best accomodate but a handful of 
thosewho were anxious to witness the scene; 
but Mr. McDuffie, (then a prominent mem- 
ber of the House,) warmly denied the right of 
Congress to exclude people from witnessing, 
if they so pleased, the acts, of their own rep- 
resentatives, in a matter, especially, so vital- 
ly affecting them all. And when it was sug- 
gested that the admission of so great and ex- 
cited a crowd would inevitably be produc- 
tive of disorder, he sprang up, and in tones 
which reached through the hall and galleries, 
pledged himself ſor“ the orderly deportment 
of the people while looking on such a scene.” 
IIis appeal was too popular to be successful- 
ly resisted, and the doors were thrown open 
accordingly. 

It was an imposing spectacle. The circu- 
lar lobby outside the bar, (and into which 
none are admitted but privileged persons 
whose right is specified by law,) as well as 
the logia, or ppen area behind the columns 
of the rear of the Speaker’s seat were filled 
with members of the Senate, Ex-Governors 
of States, military and naval officers, (those 
only, however, who had received votes of 
thanks by Congress for meritorious service,) 
foreign ministers and their attaches, Judges 
of the Supreme Court—in a word, with all 
whose envied distinction it was to pass the 
vigilant, scrutiny of the doorkeepers, now 
doubly vigilant, and all-upon tne qui vive. 
A restless movement of the members within 
the bar, and a general murmur like the alarm- 
ed hum of bees when their hives are disturb- 
ed, gave token of the state of feverish anxi- 
ety which prevailed throughout the body. 
Could any fevealing spirit have opened to 
human view the hopes, the fears, the boiling 
passions, which tumultuated within those 
fierce bosoms, how would the painful inter- 
ests of the scene have been yet further height- 
ened in nes 

At“ length the Speaker’s hammer fell. A 
dend silence instantly prevailed, and the re- 
spective delegations assembled and took 
their seats around the table prepared for 
them: 

It was my privilege, from an elevated posi: 
tion on the right of the ehair, to enjoy a full 
view of all the groups; and I have preserved 
arade and hasty sketeh which I caught of 
their positions while the first ballot was pro- 
ceeding: Each delegation appointed one of 
their number to act as Chairman, collect 
their votes, and report the result. The dele- 
gations. voted by plüralities. Whoever, in 
each, received the most votes; was reported 
as the choice of that delegation. - There 
were twenty-four of the groups ; and when

ef the best things are decasicniall y pro- 
duetive of i injurious corisequences, when in- 
dulged ithe excess or used without discre- 
tion. Bat ing ig one instance among many. 
Too much bathing debilitates even the most 
robust, often destrovs the appetite, or leads 
to other hurtful results Hot baths, not te- 
pid ones, are particularly apt to prove dele- 


+terious, Few persons, indeed, ¢an employ 


them at all with adv rantage. Dr. Tilt, an 
English physician of eminence, who has 
written an admirable work on the best 
means of preserving health, gives it as hid 
personal experience that hot baths, produces 
temporary plethora, headache, and à sense 
of weakness amounting almost to fainting. 

These are, he thinks, the general results al- 

so. He advises, therefore, that hot baths 
should be avoided, unless when a physician 
has explicitly directed their use. 

Tepid and cold baths, to be employed ac- 
cording to the constitution and habits of 
the particular individual, are, the baths to 
which most ahould confine themselves. Ner- 
vous persons are especially benefited by the 
tepid bath, which seems to have direct se- 
dative influence on the nervous system, pro- 
bably by absorbing, according to Dr. Tilt, 
the morbid irritability arising from an undue 
development of the mind at the expense of 
the body. Napoleon, after excessive fatigue, 
either mental or physical, was accustomed to 
take a tepid path, and, if possible, indulge a 
while in sleep; and he was often heard to 
declare, that? without such à sedative, it 
would have been impossible for him to have 
preserved his general health. After his ex- 
hausting return from Russia, subsequent to 
the tnamorable- conflagration of Moscow, he 
went immediately into the bath before trans- 
acting business, and then slept; without-wak- 
ing, for eighteen hours, and when he rose he 
was a fresh as eve: Tho celebrated Diana 
of Poictiers, one of the most beautiful wom- 
en France ever gave birth to, atid who main- 
tained her charms long beyond the-usual 
term, owed the preservation of her loveliness 
principally to the daily, but judiciohs use of 
the bath. Thus we see that ordinary health, 
the capacity to endure great fatigues alike 
of mind and body, and the maintenahee of 
personal beauty in the fair sex, depend, 
more or less, on the digeriminating, but hab- 
itual employment of the bath; 

The tepid bath is, perhaps, the one most 
generally suitable. ‘The teniperature of a 
tepid bath should fangs from 82 def: to 80 
deg. Fahrenheit. Wliile the temperature is 
kept Lelow blood heat, the body slowly in- 
creases in weiglit, partly owing to the ab- 
sorption of water, partly to the diminution 
of insensible perspiration.

In conformity with a request contained in a 
resolution passed by this body at its repent 
Quarterly Session, we give below an extract 
from the Report of the Grand Worthy Patriarch, 
and the Report of the Committee on the same. 


REPORT OF THE G. W. p. 


To the Members of the Grand Division : 


REPESENTATIVES AND BrotHers.—Another 
quarter of the year has passed, and we are 
again assembled to ascertain what has been 
done and what new plans we may devise for 
carrying on the great work of benevolence and 
love in which we are engaged. 

In reviewing the past and present condition 
of the temperance reform in South Carolina, we 
have much to ehcourage, and also much to dis- 
courage us. It is true | believe we are mak- 
ing some progress, but it is in a way that at- 
tracts bat little attention. and is only pereep- 
tible to ourselves, upon the examination of our 
quarterly reporis. To be largely successful, 
we must attract the attention of the whole com- 
munity, and the question with us is, how is 
that to be beneficially accomplished * 

would respectfully recommend that an 
effort be made to procure the assembling of a 
Convention of the friends of Temperance dur- 
ing the present year, to embrace all classes of 
temperance men, including, if possible, those 
who are not acting with us at all, and — 
ed to total abstinence themselves, but who are 
sensible to the great evil ot intemperance, and 
the appliances which are legally in use to in- 
ereaso and perpetuate it. 

We have by resolution taken strong ground 
against the traffic in ardent spirits. Resolu- 
tions on paper accomplish nothing, but active, 
vigorous effort, on the part of all the friends 
of temperance in the State, will accomplish 
much. The people are looking on. expecting 
us to do.something. Many of them are not 
enrolled with us who, in a warfare against the 
retail system, are ready to buckle on their ar- 
mor and do valiant service, but they have no 
one to lead them, and unless we move and move 
energetically in the matter, nothing is likely 
to be done. 

I would therefore recommend that a commit- 
tee be appointed to correspond with other or- 
ganizations in the State, and with individuals 
of standing and intelligence, patriotism and 
christian benevolence, and invite them to act 
with us and interest themselves in getting u 
public meetings in the different districts an 
communities, and that delegates be appointed 
—self constituted if necessary—and thas or- 
ganize a convention that will consider the.whole 
subject in a spirit of love and patriotism, and 
recommend such course as may be deemed most 
advisable to get rid of the hindering cause to 
our success in promoting the moral and social 
condition of our fellow-men. 

Such a proposition must meet the 99 
tion of the christian ministry and of christian 
mon every where. It should meet the appro- 
bation of the judiciary and legul profession, of 
the practioneirs of medicme—if they have en- 
tered the profession with proper motives--of 
the owners of slaves and the lovers of good or- 
der and the best interests of the people. 

Such an assemblage will carry with it a 
moral power that will arouse up the people and 
. fnithful and loyal subjects of King 
Alcohol tremble for the perpetuity of his reign 
within the (otherwise) free and enlightened 
State of South Carolina.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Bro. Warren, from the committee to whom 
wageecferred the Quarterly Report of the G. 

submitted the following as the report of 
that Committee: 

The Committee to whom was referred the 
Report of the G. W. P., beg leave respectfully 
to, Roport: 

We have had the several matters contained 
in the excellent report of the Grand Worthy 
Patriarch under consideration. ‘The first im- 
portant feature therein, claiming the attention 
of this Grand Division. and sume expression 
of its opinion, is the suggestion relating to an 
effurt being made during the present year to 
procure the assembling of a Convention to be 
composed of all the friends of ‘Temperance, 
embracing not only every order and organiza- 
tion, but even, if possible, those who are not 

ledged to total abstinence, but who see and 
eel the great and growing evils of intemper- 
ance, and the means which are legally in use 
to increase und perpetuate this evil in our land. 

The present position of the friends of Tem- 
peranee calls for some definite and vigorous 
action. It is necessary that something should 
be done. The people in the State friendly to 
our cause expect us to something. Shall 
they be disappointed! e hope not. We 
believe itis proper that this Grand Division 
should give further evidence of its willingness 
and anxiety to co-operate heartily with those, 
who are willing to enguge in any enterprise 
which looks to the suppression of intemperance, 
and the furtherance of the object for which we 
are united. The present retail system, your 
committee regarded as not only radically wrong, 
but as absolutely the cause of more, if not all, 
the mischief which is being done in our State. 
This system is not only 1 in the way of 
the success of our principles, but of the peace 
and well being of society in general—an unjust 
and oppressive one, which calls for the repro- 
bation of every good citizen, whether un avow- 
ed temperance man or not. 

Your:committee deem ii unnecessary to en- 
large here. It must be a truth as clear as a 
sunbeam to every. 1222 and candid 
mind, that the present license luws of South 
Carolina are in effect privileges to crime—a 
cloak fur perjury and the grossest corruption, 
to the base and designing who are ever to be 
found ready to deal out the poison without re- 
gard to sex, color or condition—injurious alike 
to ‘health, happiness and property. 

Your committee deem it highly important 
that the owners of slaves should be enlisted in 
this matter—-let this important interest in our 
State be largoly represented in our mass Con- 
vention. The rights of property should be 
equally cared for; every planter and slave 
owner is largely concerned in this matter; and 
surely no man will remain willingly indifferent 
to his own interest and happivess. We need 
only appeal to the experience of slave owners, 
to say whether or not they are willing that 
men should be allowed to sell any commodity 
to their slaves which would deteriorate from

That this committee have power to draw on 
the Treasury of the Grand Division for such 
necessary funds as may be incidentally vir- 
ed in the prosecution of their efforts. This 
subject suggests itself to your e¢ammittee as 
one of vast importance—which addresses itself 
to the heart and interest of every man who has 
a spark of genuine patriotism in his bosom. 
It is not a work to be confined alone to the 
Sons or Recbabites, or any other organized 
body of ‘Temperance people, but a work in 
which the most enlarged philanthrophy and 
christian benevolence may engage—emphatical- 
ly a work of truth, justice and humanity. 

Your committee deem it highly important 
for the success of this work, that the press, as 
far as possible, bo enlisted in tho enterprise. 
This we believe can be done, at least so far 
without compromising their neutrality or com- 
mitting them as advocates of temperance, * 
copying so much of the report of the G. W. P. 
as relates to the especial matter of a general 
meeting of the frends of temperance, and the 
accompanying report of your committee This 
we think the conductors ot the press might do, 
in order that the people may see what we are 
trying to do for the cause of all mankind. In 
this appeal to the press of South Carolina, we 
are confident we shall not ask in rain. The 
high moral tone of the press here assures us 
that we shall at least be heard.

It will be recollected that our pret week- 
ly report of the cotton market closed ‘with a 
fair and steady demand for the article, at pri- 
ces ranging from 8 to 10 3-4 vents. In review- 
ing the week just terminated, we find that the 
daily transactions bave only been to a very 
limited extent; and daring the three first days 
of our commercial week Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday---there was no quotable change 
in the general ruling rates although In some of 
the transactions prices did turn a point in favor 
of the buyer. Late on Thursday evening the 
news from Liverpool by the Niagara, to the 4th 
instant came to hand, reporting that market dull 
with a moderate demand, in consequence of 
the eastern news being still of a warlike char- 
acter, and some circulars quoting a shade de- 
cline in the low and middling qualities of Ameri- 
can cotton, while the latter grades remain d 
unchanged. Sales for the week ending on the 
4th instant, 40,000 bales, speculaters taking 11,- 
000 and exporters 3000 bales, and leaving a 
stock on hand of 816,000 bales. These ac- 
counts failed to produce any — op- 
erations of Friday, and the mark ing very 
sparingly supplied, as plinters evince great un- 
willingness to sell, pricés throughout the day 
remained unchanged. On Saturday and Mon- 
day, however, the market was dall and inactive, 
and prices mey now be said to rule 1-8 to 3 
cent lower than they did at the date of our last 
report. The sales of the week comprise some 
400 bales and the quotations found below, while 
they must be considered somewbat nominal for 
the present, still we feel confident that they 
are as near the present value of the article as 
it is possible to have them, vis; Inferior 8 to 83; 
Fair 10, and choice 10}.—Carolinian.
